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One of the finest assemblies of 
the year was presented by the Hart- 
nell College choir last Friday, but 
unfortunately it was the poorest at- 
tended of the year. Although the 
choir had worked throughout the 
year to bring the splendid program 
before the student body, there was 
no more than a handful of students 
present. 


One wonders just what the stu- 
dents would ex- 
pect in the line 
ofassemblyenter- 
tainment when 
they will not 
bother to come 
to hear their fel- 
low students pre- 
sent such an en- 
joyable program. 
It is certain that 
the choir is not 
at fault for bringing such a pro- 


gram. 
“According to recent reports, the 
Monterey Peninsula College choir 
is to present an assembly here in 
the near future. If the choir from 
our own college cannot draw a just 
audience, just what can a rival col- 
lege expect to do? 


It would appear that the entire 
system of student body assemblies 
should be evaluated. When it is 
not possible for groups such as our 
own fine choir to compete with 
the cafeteria, it is possibly time 
for a great change in the assembly 
setup. 

This poor response to assembly 
entertainment is not to be traced 
to one person or one group of per- 
sons. It follows the same general 
pattern of the rest of the year’s 
social and athletic events. This 
problem is right here at home. 
However, because if the students 
won’t walk to the men’s gym to 
attend an assembly, it’s a cinch 
they won’t drive 40 or 50 miles to 
attend a dance or basketball game. 


The student commission is in a 
sieved concerning this lack of stu- 

ent participation. Regardless of 
what the event is, or who is pre- 
senting it, there seems to be very 
little chance for success. The re- 
sult is that most groups hesitate 
a long time before they undertake 
any activity. 

As far as our own choir is con- 
cerned, however, it is a shame that 
most students will not be able to 
hear them perform, regardless of 
why they did not attend the re- 
cent, assembly. 

In view of the group’s fine show- 
ing at the music festival at Stan- 
ford, there is all the more reason 
to ask them to give another pro- 
gram for the student body. They 
are a group Hartnell can be proud 
Of and should receive the praise of 


. the entire student body for a suc
